If  Bethlehem  should  vote  to  petition  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  become  a  member  of  a  cooperative 
school  district,  it  would  appear  that  no  action  could  be 
taken  to  form  such  a  district  and  put  it  into  operation 
for  at  least  one  year.  The  above  budget  would  then  be 
necessary  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Should  the  district  vote  to  meet  minimum  standards 
on  the  local  level  and  add  the  necessary  practical  arts 
facilities  to  the  present  building,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  appropriate  money  for  services  of  an  architect,  con- 
struction of  additions  and  equipment  for  the  new 
facilities.  This  sum  has  been  estimated  to  be  approxi- 
mately sixty-five  to  seventy-five  thousand  ($65,000.00- 
$75,000.00)  dollars.  This  amount  would  be  raised  by 
the  sale  of  bonds  and  paid  over  a  period  of  twenty 
years.  An  additional  appropriation  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  for  teachers  for  the  practical  arts  subjects. 

Should  the  district  vote  to  discontinue  the  high 
school  and  send  pupils  out  on  a  tuition  basis,  the  above 
budget  might  possibly  be  reduced  by  approximately 
two  thousand  ($2,000.00)  dollars.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

Since  my  last  report  there  have  been  several  changes 
in  the  faculty  of  the  high  school.  Mr.  Bernard  Bou- 
chard of  Bethlehem,  a  graduate  of  Arnold  College,  with 
four  years'  experience  in  Chester,  Vermont  and  Little- 
ton, was  elected  to  teach  science,  replacing  Mr.  Richard 
Dexter  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  another 
community.  Mrs.  Mary  Watkins  of  Whitefield,  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  with  seven  years' 
experience  in  Whitefield,  Windsor,  Vermont  and  Twin 
Mountain,  was  elected  to  replace  Mrs.  Richard  Dexter 
who  resigned  to  be  with  her  husband.  Mrs.  Pauline 
Keach  of  Gorham,  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College  and 
Lyndon  Teachers  College,  with  five  years'  experience 
in  Winooski,  Vermont,  Colebrook  and  Gorham,  was 
elected  to  teach  all  mathematics  courses  in  the  high 
school.  The  addition  of  this  teacher  to  the  faculty  re- 
lieved the  science  teacher  of  mathematics  classes  and 
made  it  possible  to  eliminate  the  alternating  of  offer- 
ings in  the  science  and  mathematics  areas.  Mr.  John 
A.  Wirtanen  of  Newport,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  was  elected  to  teach  English  and 
French,  replacing  Miss  Marion  Daley  who  was  not 
qualified  to  teach  French. 

No  changes  took  place  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

Mrs.  Marcia  R.  Brooks  was  elected  school  nurse  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  166  with 
123  in  the  elementary  grades  and  43  in  the  high  school. 
This  compares  with  a  total  enrollment  last  year  of  143 
with  102  in  the  elementary  grades  and  41  in  the  high 
school.

This  past  summer  the  condensate  pump  in  the  boiler 
room  was  completely  overhauled  and  reconditioned. 
The  return  pipe  from  the  steam  radiators  in  the  main 
room  in  the  high  school  was  moved  from  between  the 
outside  walls  to  inside  areas.  This  move  should  prevent 
freezing  of  the  returns,  a  condition  that  has  existed 
on  extremely  cold,  windy  nights  in  the  past. 

The  school  lunch  program  is  being  continued  this 
year  with  Mrs.  Lucie  Brooks  and  Mrs.  Viola  Nelson  in 
the  kitchen.  The  average  count  per  day  for  the  first 
four  months  of  the  program  this  year  is  81. 

The  regular  testing  program  of  testing  for  achieve- 
ment and  mental  maturity  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
elementary  grades.  In  the  high  school  a  complete  bat- 
tery of  tests  is  administered  in  grades  nine  and  eleven 
by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  service. 
This  battery  includes  interest  inventory,  intellectual 
efficiency,  mechanical  aptitude,  clerical  speed  and  ac- 
curacy and  the  cooperative  reading  test. 

Mrs.  Brooks  is  carrying  on  the  regular  nurses  health 
program  of  examinations  in  cooperation  with  the 
school  doctor. 

The  most  vital  problem  facing  the  Bethlehem  School 
District  concerns  the  future  of  the  high  school,  even 
to  its  very  existence.  The  study  committee  elected  at 
the  last  school  district  meeting  has  worked  hard  and 
thoroughly.  A  number  of  public  meetings  have  been 
held  to  acquaint  the  citizens  with  the  problem  and  with 
certain  facts  concerning  the  various  solutions.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  wise  decision  will  be  made  at  the  regular 
school  district  meeting  on  the  basis  of  information 
that  has  been  presented. 

I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools  if  I  did  not  raise  some  thought  provoking 
questions  for  you  to  consider  very  seriously.  The  trend 
in  secondary  education  today  is  toward  the  larger  units 
that  can  meet  the  needs  of  all  youth  at  a  cost  that  is 
not  exorbitant  when  figured  on  a  per  pupil  basis.  Most 
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professional  educators  agree  on  this.  The  Conant  report 
recently  released  recommends  very  strongly  the  larger 
comprehensive  high  school.  Whether  we  agree  with 
this  thesis  as  individuals  or  not,  we  must  give  serious 
thought  to  the  question. 

One  path  that  you  can  follow  is  to  appropriate  ad- 
ditional funds  for  the  expansion  of  your  present  build- 
ing and  carry  on  the  recommended  program  of  a  com- 
prehensive high  school. 

A  second  solution  to  the  problem  involves  petitioning 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  become  a  member  of 
a  cooperative  school  district  and  thereby  combining 
your  resources  with  those  of  neighboring  districts.  I 
firmly  believe  that  eventually  a  cooperative  school  will 
be  formed  in  this  area  and  that  Bethlehem  will  want 
to  become  a  part  of  it. 

The  third  solution  is  to  discontinue  the  present  high 
school  and  provide  high  school  education  for  these 
pupils  on  a  tuition  basis. 

I  am  well  aware  that  no  one  of  the  above  solutions 
meets  with  favor  with  everyone.  Education  is  presently 
in  a  period  of  close  scrutiny  and  what  we  do  now  will 
have  lasting  repercussions  in  the  years  ahead.  I  there- 
fore make  the  following  recommendation  to  the  Beth- 
lehem School  Board  and  to  the  voters  of  Bethlehem. 

I  recommend  that  you  petition  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  maintain  the  present  high  school  as  an 
academic  high  school  and  be  permitted  to  tuition  out 
any  student  who  desires  to  participate  in  practical  arts 
courses  providing  that  pupil  shows  a  real  desire  and 
need  for  such  a  course  of  study.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  as  Principal  of  the  Bethlehem  School.  The  total 
enrollment  for  this  year  is  43 :  13  freshmen ;  12  sopho- 
mores; 10  juniors;  8  seniors. 

A  follow-up  of  the  graduates  of  1958  shows  that  1  is 
gainfully  employed ;  1  has  enlisted  in  the  armed  forces ; 
2  are  attending  the  University  of  New  Hampshire ;  and 
1  is  attending  Concord  School  of  Nursing. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  program 
has  been  given  to  the  freshmen  and  juniors.  The  re- 
sults of  this  testing  can  be  used  to  the  best  advantage 
by  the  sophomores  in  planning  their  courses. 

The  extra-curricular  activities  included  in  the  pro- 
gram are:  basketball,  baseball,  golf,  music,  dramatics, 
and  socials  sponsored  by  the  individual  classes.  The 
"B.H.S.  Comet"  has  been  revived  and  is  published  peri- 
odically. 

Plans  are  now  underway  to  present  in  the  near  fu- 
ture a  minstrel  show  followed  by  three  one-act  plays. 
Only  the  school  spirit  and  complete  cooperation  of  the 
faculty  and  student  body  has  made  it  possible  for  the 
planning  of  these  activities  which  provide  entertain- 
ment and  enjoyment  for  the  community  and  students. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  school  board,  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  the  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  for  their  co- 
operation throughout  the  past  year.
